Change to the generall State ( ſo hope- 
leſſe lately ro recouer hertormer libertie, 
they ſought now for nothing bur the - 
mildelt feruutude) brought them home 
againe with admiration to hisdevotion 
and their owne duty. 

He that will lay (weſce) the foundati- 
on of Greatneſſe vpon popular loue, muſt 
civethem cafe and Iuſtice, forrhey mea- 


fare tae bond of their ebedicnce, by the 


good alwayes that they receiue, 


This peaceattended cueraftcr his Age 
and hearſ and hee happily liued to faſhi- 
on his ſonne and: ſucceſſor, and to make 
him partner of his owne experience and 
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(49) 
auchoritic ; whoſe owne hard education 
crayning him from that intemperance, 
which makes men inferiour to beaſts ; 
framed him to affect glory, and vertue; 
which made him ſuperiour to men, So 
that all the Actions of his future Raigne 
were exact grounds of Diſcipline, and 
pollicy ; for his beſt ſucceſſour to ruleby 
after, whoax he was the firſt of his name 
{incethe Conquelt,ſo was hethe firſt rhar 
ſetled the lawand ſtate, defcruing the Stile 
of Englands Inſtinian, and freed this King- 

dome from the wardſhip of the Pecres, 


ſhewing himſclfe in all his Actions after, 
capable ro Commaund not the Realme 
onely,but the whole world. 

Thus doe the wrongs of our Encmics 
more then our owne diſcretions, make 
vs ſometimes both wiſc and fortunate,
